Valencias Start 
Moving Slowly 
to Eastern Mart 


The Valencia orange shipments in 


southern California during the past 
week have been limited to seventy 
cars for the domestic market, five 
cars being the limit for the Covina, 
Charter Oak and Irwindale districts. 
In addition to this prorate, five ad- 
ditional cars have been packed lo- 
cally for the export trade. 


In the eastern market there has 


been a sluggish movement of navels, 
the fruit showing a high percentage 
of decay. Packing house managers 
state that there is a quantity of off- 
bloom navels in the district which 
will not be ripe enough to pick for 
thirty days. One of the local growers 
estimates that he has over 4000 boxes 
of off-bloom on his trees. The fruit 
is over-sized and coarse. 


Los Angeles city has become one 


of the big consuming markets for 
oranges in the United States, states 
W. W. Cannaday, manager of the 
Citrus Distributing plant; who was 
a visitor at the local Fruit Exchange 
office yesterday. 


This auction plant is operated .in 


Los Angeles by the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange to supply the 
Los Angeles and local markets. The 
fruit,, choice and standard grades, 
unwrapped, is auctioned between 
the hours of 7 and 9 each morning, 
with sales of twelve to seventeen 
cars each day during the season.

fruit per day. 


All the refrigeration equipment— 


compressor, condenser, brine coolers, 
cooling tower and pumps—is locat- 
ed in the center of the building, with 
the preccoling rooms on each side. 
The. plant thruout is equipped with 
power conveyors, minimizing to the 
maximum the labor of handling the 
fruit. 


The insulation is of the very latest 


and approved methods. Five-inch 
thickness of sheet cork is used in 
the construction of the roof, four 
inches in the walls, three inches in 
the partitions between the precool- 
ing rooms, and the ground floor is 
constructed of three inches of cork 
between two layers of cement.

Water Sixty-Five 
Feet Deep Behind 
Dam Number 2 


Water backed up by San Gabriel 


dam No. 2 is this week approxi- 
mately 05 feet deep at the upstream 
toe of the dam, according to the 
county flood control district. The 
reservoir is filling at the rate of a 
couple of feet a day, but the water 
level is rising slower as the eleva- 
tion increases, due to the greatly 
enlarged area of the reservoir. 


Approximately 1000 acre feet are 


contained in the reservoir. Water 
has been allowed to rise to elevation 
2235 under the temporary permit 
granted the district by the state en- 
gineer's office. That brings the depth 
of the water to approximately 65 feet 
above the lowest outlet, according 
to engineers, which is the height to 
which the plank facing has been 
completed to date. 


Meanwhile, a special survey party 


of five engineers is watching closely 
for any settling of the dam under 
stress of holding back the water. 
Thus far nothing has been observed, 
according to Assistant Flood Control 
Engineer Paul Bauman. By check- 
ing on readings taken before the 
valves were closed to impound the 
water it is impossible to observe the 
slightest movement.

Varsity Track and Field 
Team Secures Trophy in 
Free-Lance League Meet 


Coach "Oak" Pendleton's Covina 


High varsity track and field artists 
gave proof of their high and mighty 
strength Friday afternoon as they 
nosed out Loyola by five points to 
win the Free Lance league trophy 
in the league meet held on the Colt 
cinderpath with the four free-lance 
schools competing. The final score 
found Covina out in front with a 
total of 53 points, Loyola second 
with 48, St. Agnes third with a score 
of 16 digits, and Cathedral trailing 
with 15 points. The one-point lead 
of St. Agnes over Cathedral was a 
surprise to many pre-meet dopesters, 
for the latter team was favored to 
hold a substantial margin over the 
St. Agnes boys. 


Of the eleven jpossible first places, 


five were garnered by Loyola men, 
five by Colts, and the eleventh, 
which was the mile race, was won 
by a Cathedral man. Covina also 
added valuable points to her score 
by winning the relay race. 


In number of second-place wins, 


Loyola tallied five, Covina three, and 
St. Agnes three, while Cathedral 
was left entirely out of second-place 
wins. 


Hughes of Covina and Purtell of 


Loyola proved to be the outstanding 
athletes of the day, each taking dou- 
ble wins. Purtell added a tie for a 
third first place to his score, Wi.-ile 
Hughes further piled up his tally 
with a second in the broad jump. 
Both men also gained points by 
running on their respective relay 
teams. Hughes broke his season rec- 
ord in the high jump with a leap of 
5 feet 11 inches to take his first win 
of the day, and then came back to 
stride out and win the 440-yard 
dash in the fast time of 53.9 seconds. 


Purtell garnered his initial win as 


he crossed the finish line of the 
century in 10.3 seconds and then 
won the broad jump event from 
Hughes with a leap of 21 feet 5% 
inches. Hughes' second-place win 
came with a jump of 21 feet 1% 
inches. The pole vault event found 
Purtell tying for first place with his 
teammate, Delellis, at a height of 
10 feet 6 inches. The Vincent broth- 
ers, Jimmie and Paul, of Covina, 
tied for third place in the pole vault 
to add. three digits to the Covina 
cause. 
Perhaps the outstanding win of the 
day was taken by McNeil of Loyola, 
<svho placed first in the '.iron ball 
event with a toss of 50 feet 9% 
inches. Although McNeil won the 
event earlier in the season in a dual 
meet with the Colts by heaving the 
shot more than 52 feet, his best ef- 
forts Friday were less than 51 feet. 
Bierly, Coach Pendleton's strong 
man, followed McNeil to take second 
in the event with a toss of 46 feet 
10% inches, and Poore followed 
Bierly for a Covina third place with 
a 45 foot 1 inch heave. 


Bickett, who took Cathedral's only 


win in the mile race, covered the 
four laps of the event in the nifty 
time of 4 minutes 57.6 seconds for 
another outstanding win. 


A fast time for the half-mile race 


was also turned in by Brown of 
Loyola, who broke the tape in 2 
minutes 10 seconds flat to outdis- 
tance Ugarte of St. Agnes and Gysin 
of Covina, who finished in that or- 
der. 


Both hurdle races were taken by 


Colts, as was expected. Lyle Daugh- 
erty ran an easy race in the high 
hurdles final heat to win the event 
in the time of 16.8 seconds, with a 
substantial lead over his nearest 
competitor. Ted Neely ran a nice 
220-yard low barrier race to win 
from Williams of Loyola and cross 
this finish line in 26.9 seconds. Her- 
bie Rouch, Pendleton's dash man, 
came thru to snag a Covina win in 
the 220-yard dash as he was clocked 
in 23.2 seconds. 


Roberts, 
Covina high 
jumper, 


pulled a surprise second place win 
as he followed Hughes closely with 
a jump of 5 feet 10 inches. Other 
Covhia place winners wore: Gysin, 
third in half-mile; Rouch third in 
100-yard dash; Becker third in the 
mile; Foster tied for third in high 
jump; Nakada fourth in low hurdles;

The following questions and answers regarding the operation 


of the Natiosial Housing Act have been compiled by Grover D. 
King of the underwriting staff of the Federal Housing Admin- 
istration. Here are some of them which should be of interest 
to the prospective applicant for a loan under Title 2: 


Q. Is it possible to borrow on one piece of property to erect 
a house on another lot? 


A. It would be possible but more economical to borrow on 


the property on which you are going to build. 


Q. Can a person borrow on two different lots in order to 
increase the loan value? 


A. No. 
Q. If I have a lot 60 miles from Los Angeles, five miles 


outside of the center of a delightful small community, would 
that lot be eligible for a government-insured loan? 


A. If the particular neighborhood is well defined and pro- 


tected by restrictions against adverse influences, the loan would 
be approved, providing the community is 25 per cent or more 
built up. 


Q. Is it possible to secure a loan on a lot where water is the 
only utility installed? 


A. Yes, if that is typical of the district. 
Q. Does that apply to sewers as well? 
A. If the main sewer line is installed we demand that it be 


connected. Where there is nothing of this kind we take into 
consideration that this may come against the property in the 
future and we will check the man's income a little closer to see 
if he can take care of that when the time comes. 


Q. Must there be a landscaping allowance in the loan, or 


must plot plan show any landscaping? 


A. We have not required that, although I think it is a good 


plan. If there is no provision made for landscaping, then the 
value of the land will not be as great. In other words, you 
might spend $50 that would increase the value of the lot $100.

Q. If a prospective home owner applies for a loan, the 


amount of which would prove to be more than 80 per cent of the 
valuation, is that going to prohibit him from re-applying for a 
smaller loan?

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A Definite Forward 
Move to Recovery— 


President Roosevelt has announced, broad- 


ly, the manner in which the forty-eight hun- 
dred and eighty million dollar relief appro- 
priation will be allocated. The groups are: 


1—Highway construction and elimina- 


tion of grade crossings. 


2—Aid to persons in stricken agricul- 


tural regions, and a general program of 
rehabilitation for rural America. 


3—Electrification for farms. 


4—Construction of low-cost houses in 


country and city. 


5—Assistance to white-collar workers. 


6—Continued expansion of the Civilian 


Conservation corps. 


7—Loans to counties, cities and states. 


—S— Soil orosio. 


Time to Mobilize— 


Graft, incompetency and cumbersome, lum- 


bering, squeaking progress in the distribution 
of relief funds by public agencies is the price 
we pay for democracy. 


In this country we have political subdivi- 


sions down to the precinct of a few hundred 
voters. Theoretically the people are organized 
as well as an army, which moves by command 
of squad corporals, not generals. Not the first, 
but the last command is effective. But demo- 
cracies and armies are at opposite poles. Poli- 
tical subdivisions all boast their independence. 
The governments at Washington and in state 
or county have no real authority over cities 
and their precincts. The result in any attempt 
at uniform action, as in relief distribution, is 
that political groups are organized in metro- 
politan areas, and the only authority they 
possess is gained thru general apathy. 


There is a solution to this problem of relief 


distribution, but bureaucrats will never adopt 
it. Placing men and women in authority over 
small commands, or precincts, and constantly 
supervising their efforts, will bring about a 
contact between the needy and relief which 
will be as intimate as the contact between 
troops and company commanders. Our relief 
system at the present is as absurd as if each 
division general were personally required to 
gallop around and give commands to squads. 


Someone immediately points out that pre- 


cinct command of relief would foster favorit- 
ism and forms of graft, especially in congested 
areas. It would put relief in the hands of 
Tammany, says one, and in the control of the 
old Vare machine in Philadelphia. But these 
very machines have been the most efficient 
relief distributors in American history. They 
have built political power by sending coal to 
the widow and groceries to the family with 
the man in the hospital. It is the political 
manipulative power of these machines, of 
course, which furnishes an excuse to govern- 
ment to distrust them, but nothing better, and 
indeed, something worse, is being practiced. 
Where there is neighborhood authority there 
is also neighborhood responsibility, and at all 
times neighborhood surveillance and watch- 
fulness on the part of the citizenry. Trust 
must be placed somewhere, even though we 
may be cynical of the genuineness of that 
trust. Imperatively, we must at some time 
and at some place trust somebody. 


This writer is one who believes that relief 


can be adequately and rapidly administered 
when and where needed by vesting authority 


tatiou. 


There is much to praise in this long-view 


program. It contains less of the immediate 
shot-in-the-arm type of relief that has been, 
no doubt necessarily, utilized in the past sev- 
eral years. It is good medical therapy to ad- 
minister a narcotic to a patient in severe pain, 
but doctors do it to bring about an immediate 
relaxation, which, if not induced, may have 
serious results in deranging the nervous sys- 
tem. 
The cause of the pain must be studied 


in the meantime, and removed, if possible, 
after careful diagnosis. The country, the body 
politic, is analagous to the human body. The 
government seems nearer the completion of 
the diagnosis, and the program of treatment, 
as outlined this week, is a move toward the 
cure of an unbalanced economic condition 
caused by the monstrous, drunken folly we 
call the world-war. 


It is gratifying that we find in this program 


so much of mountain improvement. In the 
item concerning the expansion of the Civilian 
Conservation corps, we can predict that in- 
telligent conservatives who know the value 
of this work will criticize the plan because it 
does not go far enough. Two million men a 
year, between twenty-one and 
forty-five, 


could be profitably employed in building 
roads, trails, Hood prevention projects, fire- 
paths, and in suppressing fires, and the profit 
to the country would flow back more than 
can be visualized at the present time. 


In the areas where it is most needed, re- 


forestation is very difficult and still largely 
experimental. Much money can be thrown 
away in this work. But it must be studied 
and experimented with, especially the trans- 
planting of quick-growing bush cover. We 
cannot long survive as a nation if these forms 
of protection are delayed. 


One of the fallacies clung to by some pres- 


ent-day writers on economic recovery is that 
the United States has come to the end of ter- 
ritorial expansion. They write of this as an 
established premise, ignoring the fact that 
half of the present continental United States 
is still inaccessible and impractical for settle- 
ment and improvement because of a lack of 
good roads. We could, and probably will, 
build new roads for the next hundred years, 
and in so doing create a territorial expansion 
within our own borders that will enrich with 
new opportunity to a greater extent than as if 
wo should launch 011 expansion into neighbor- 
ing and virgin territories. There is much to 
commend and little to criticize in an intelli- 
gent plan of federal road-building. And, of 
course, the elimination of grade crossings is 
a i>lan unassailable in its objective of render- 
ing highways safer and faster. Every under 
or over-pass is a conservator of wealth in the 
saving of Jives, of time. 


In. a recent article, Walter Lippmann, 


writer on economic trends and politics in gen- 
eral, very shrewdly predicted that public 
works programs on the grand scale have come 
TO stay. He thinks that this method will be 
a permanent ace-ia-the-hole with which to 


md refores- 
in the smallest political subdivision, and that 
reasonable efficiency can be obtained by gov- 
ernment supervision of these small units. The 
most powerful human force ever put into 
cohesion is the army, organized on the basis 
of the Roman squad groups. Democracy is 
for peace; it becomes mobocracy in emer- 
gencies. The government should quit plead- 
ing and conferring, depending on volunteers; 
it should divest itself of the fiction that every 
man is a general in his own right, and declare 
that this country is at war with a ruthless 
foe, and upon this premise of truth, organize 
the country to distribute relief. Failure of 
numerous agencies such as LACRA, SERA, 
and many already forgotten alphabetisms, 
should be lesson enough that the time has 
come to quit peace-time organizing and be- 
gin war-time mobilizing. 


With no desire whatever to belittle President 


Roosevelt's "fireside chats," the essential for the 
success of these talks is that the listener be possessed 
of a fireside. It was Teddy Roosevelt, Sr., who said 
that men did not go out to fight for boarding houses, 
but for homes, and it might be said today that fire- 
side talks are grotesque when the fireside is in the 
hands of a receiver for some mortgage company. 


A Man-Sized Job for

trump any depression tricks of the future, 
declaring that, properly planned, it will not 
invade the provinces of private business, but 
will be ready for use in filling unemployment 
gaps that will inevitably come. Funds defin- 
itely appropriated year by year, and plans of 
construction accumulated, will furnish the 
best form of unemployment insurance. 


By next fall there should be a measurable 


decrease in the ranks of the jobless, a rise in 
commodity movement, and a healthier condi- 
tion of business generally, because of this fed- 
eral appropriation. The American people are 
beginning to feel resourceful again, and that 
is what is needed.

The Republican party has always possessed one effec-

matters of Democratic party policy and administration 
will gain the Republicans nothing. It should be remem- 
bered that the Republican party came into being because 
its leaders saw clearly an issue that was real, and upon 
which the country demanded action. The Whig party died 
because it could not grasp the significance of this issue. 


The issue before the country today is one which is as 


vital and as fraught with dislocating political change as 
that of slavery. The Democrats have not grasped it. They 
are only playing and temporizing with it. What is this 
issue? 


It is that of the profound necessity of adjusting Ameri- 


can business and finance to a completely changed economic 
condition here and in the world. One is neither a conser- 
vative, a liberal or a radical who declares that there is 
most certainly a problem confronting the country when 
we have widespread poverty amidst plenty. We can manu- 
facture and raise more than we can use, but we are seem- 
ingly helpless in evolving a plan for distribution. The 
Republican party, always positive and aggressive in policy, 
must tackle this problem and solve it, in order that we 
may no longer be threatened by trends to Fascism on the 
one hand and Communism on the other. With a sane, 
sound background down thru the years, the Republican 
party is the logical instrument with which to establish this 
balance. 


My suggestion to the party in California at this time is 


that a very determined movement be inaugurated at once 
to bring forward groups of forward-looking Republicans 
in every congressional district, and from these groups to 
consider several possible candidates in each district; to 
hold frequent meetings of these groups, and to be ready 
next spring with strong, forward-looking Republican con- 
gressional candidates who think and act in accordance 
with this new economic era. 


Unless we are willing as a party to face the fact that 


the world has changed, we cannot hope to serve the coun- 
try as the country so desper&teij'needs to be served.

Distribution of purchasing power must be brought about 


thru the issuance of national dividends from the earnings 
of machines and power. This is not theoretical, but is 
eminently practical and imperative, inasmuch as the ma- 
chine and power age has supplanted human labor to the 
point where we have a huge army of permanently unem- 
ployed. A dollar's worth of production must be balanced 
with a dollar's worth of purchasing power. It can never be 
done as long as we exclude the aged from the purchasing 
groups, and it can never be done as long as we deny the 
unemployed the power to buy. Great segments of our 
human family must be set aside as permanently removed 
from a life of gainful labor, and all others set at work. We 
should face the indisputable fact that, while we never 
again will be incapable of producing less than we need, we 
at the same time will never again be able to employ all of 
the people in gainful labor upon the old basis of working 
for a lifetime regardless of age. 


There is nothing political in this issue. It is purely 


economic. But the Republican party can make it a politi- 
cal issue, and carry it to a solution, and in so doing, reha- 
bilitate the country, and, incidentally, the party.

Now on the Screen 


THE MARCH 


OF TIME 
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Worldwide Ramblings of 
a Covina Orange Grower 


o- 


(Following is a continuation of a 


series of letters which have appear- 
ed'in the Argus from Ben F. Thorpe, 
who with his wife recently returned 
from a four-months' trip to the 
South Seas, Australia, East Indies, 
China and Japan). 


Dear Covina Friends: 


We left Singapore one afternoon, 


with our good friends, Miss Corbett 
and Miss Jackson, waving us a last 
farewell. That morning we were the 
breakfast guests of Rev. and Mrs. 
Amstutz, enjoying a regular Ameri- 
can meal of fruit, waffles and coffee. 
Rev. Amstutz is pastor of the Wes- 
ley Methodist church in Singapore 
and he and his wife are delightful 
people to visit. That same noon we 
had lunch with Miss Corbett at the 
Nind home, after which we hurried 
to the docks to board our steamer 
for Hongkong. The boat, the Aramis, 
is one of the big new motor ships of 
the Maratime line, with a distinct 
innovation in the way of its smoke- 
stacks, both of which are square in- 
stead of round, as on most ships. 
These square funnels are about 20 
by 20 feet, and rise only a little 
above the upper deck, giving the 
ship the streamline of the new trans- 
portations. Its interior decorations 
are very modernistic, the staterooms 
large and air-cooled, the food good, 
but the breakfast of the French does 
not appeal to an American appetite— 
no fruit, coffee, rolls or butter. How- 
ever, the luncheon hour is at 11 
o'clock, so we get a good square 
meal then. 


The personnel of the passengers is 


rather unique. From Singapore to 
Saigon, Indo-China, we are the only 
Americans on the ship, but we have 
a fine young man from Singapore, 
agent for some big American firms, a 
Chinese who speaks English quite 
well, and a young-looking Siamese 
chemist and his wife, both of whom 
are very small in stature, but well 
educated. They look like a boy of 
18 and a girl of 17, but they surprised 
us when they said they were both 
over thirty. They speak English 
quite well, and are extremely inter- 
esting to visit with. The man is con- 
nected with the government, has two 
automobiles, seven 
servants, his 


mother-in-law, sister and brother- 
in-law- living with him. Quite a 
homestead for a boy of his size! He 
is on a holiday trip of five months, 
going to China and Japan. 


A gentleman from Ceylon is at our 


table, and also speaks English, so we 
have some pleasant people to con- 
verse with, all the other passengers 
being French, this ship coming di- 
rect from Marseilles, France, to Sai- 
gon, with a large cargo for the latter 
port. We reached Cape San Jacques 
on the third morning out of Singa- 
pore, where we sailed up the Dong 
Noi river a short distance, then in- 
to the Saigon river, some fifty-five 
miles to the city of Saigon, although 
the distance by airline is only 25 
miles. It took four hours to reach 
Saigon, the banks of the river being 
very low on each shore, and the 
river so narrow in places we could 
almost pick leaves off the trees lining 
the shore. It looked strange indeed 
to see a big ship like ours winding 
its way around the many curves of 
the stream, and another steamer in 
the near distance seemed to be float- 
ing across the grassy plain. 


Saigon has well been named the 


"Paris" of the east, its buildings and 
many fine, wide boulevards lined 
with great shade trees reminding one 
much of the streets of Gay Paree. 
We have two and a half days here, 
which gives us a good opportunity 
of seeing the city of some 150,000 
people. .Rice is the great export crop 
here, some tea and coffee being 
grown on the mountains, some of the 
other important exports being In- 
dian corn, dried fish, copra, rubber, 
pepper, fish oil, kapoc, and hides. 


One hot afternoon as we sat in a 


big French cafe, having our after- 
noon tea, we met our 
Siamese 


friends, who invited us to take a 
motor ride with them, which we 
were glad to accept, as they had been 
loaned a beautiful motor car of 
French make by their Siamese con- 
sul in Saigon, and we enjoyed a long 
ride around the big city. There are 
about 8000 Europeans, principally 
French, living here, many having 
beautiful homes of French architec- 
ture. They have a fine botanical 
garden, beautiful drives among its 
many tree-shaded roads, a fine col- 


lection of animals, including two big 
elephants, and a fine collection of 
birds. The opera house is much like 
the one in Paris, on a small scale, 
the cathedral, postoffice, army and 
navy buildings, palace of justice, of 
court house, municipal theater, hos- 
pital and city hall being splendid 
specimens of architecture, while the 
newer apartments are as up-to-date 
as those in Los Angeles. 


We took an automobile one night 


For a drive out to Cauonglahnn (pro- 
nounced Chowlong), a city of a 
hundred thousand Chinese, typical 
of a real Chinese city, and very in- 
teresting with its streets filled with 
people and well lighted with elec- 
tricity, and hundreds of small shops, 
a most interesting sight, so full of 
animation and life, the customers 
bartering with the shopkeepers for 
everything they buy. 


We enjoyed the long ride in the 


cool night air after a hot, sweltering 
day with its humidity. Most of the 
passengers have left the ship here, 
and there is only a handful of peo- 
ple in the diningroom at meal time. 


Some 
interesting 
people 
have 


come on board ship here, a family 
of Americans, Mr. and Mrs. Voth of 
Bangkok, Siam, missionaries going 
home to Minnesota after a five- 
years' stay here, together with their 
three children, a very unusual inter- 
national family, the father being Ger- 
man, the mother Norwegian, the old- 
est boy born in Paris, the next son 
in Saigon, and the little girls born 
in Siam, five nationalities in one 
family. We met a Mr. Griffith, who 
has been here for fifteen years, and 
likes the climate and the people, and 
whose children were all born here. 
Then at our table we have a new 
passenger, a young French gentle- 
man who speaks English and has 
lived many years in Indo-China. 


Indo-China is made up of the five 


states of Cochin-China, Cambodia, 
Laos, Annam, and Tonkin. The great 
ruins of Ankor-wat are reached by 
motorcar or by automobiles, and 
most people go there to see its won- 
ders, but as it is a hard, rough two- 
days' trip we did not undertake it, 
and were not sorry when our ship 
slipped its moorings and again sailed 
down to Siagon river on her way to 
Hongkong. 


Another interesting passenger is 


Dr. Chen, professor of sociology in 
the Chinese university in Peiping, 
who has been on a trip to Malay and 
the Dutch East Indies studying the 
present situations in those lands, and 
we learned much of interest from 
him as he sat on deck late last night. 


T 


We passed close to Cape Varella this 
morning, its high rocky point being 
a sharp contrast to the lowlands of 
Saigon. 


Annam and Tonkin are both wild 


and untamed, with many animals, 
tigers, panthers and elephants in 
abundance. The women of Tonkin 
have a custom of dyeing their teeth 
a jet black, and the first one with 
black teeth we saw in Saigon arous- 
ed our interest and our Siamese 
friends informed us it was a regular 
habit of these Tonkinese. Rather a 
strange taste, as it did not enhance 
their beauty any. 


The officers of this ship are very 


proud of it, and this afternoon they 
took a party of ten of the passengers 
for a tour of the whole vessel, an 
interesting "sightseeing" trip. The 
kitchens were immaculate, all brass 
and copper kettles polished like mir- 
rors, all cooking done by electricity, 
and with large refrigerator rooms, 
big tile-lined swimming pool, tennis 
court, the big motor engines polish- 
ed and running as smoothly as an 
automobile engine, which they re- 
semble on a larger scale. All hoists 
and cranes for handling freight are 
electrically operated, avoiding a lot 
of noise. There are seven decks, 
with numerous stairways, and an 
electric elevator connecting. Built 
only four years ago, it represents the 
very latest in modern ocean luxury, 
a big floating hotel. 


Last evening we spent three in- 


teresting hours on deck listening to 
a discussion on world affairs by a 
cosmopolitan party, two Americans, 
one Malay, one Siamese, and the 
Chinese professor from Peiping, Dr. 
Chen, who led the discussion, ask- 
ing us our views on the various sub- 
jects discussed, the final conclusion 
being that none of us wished to see 
communism tried in his country, al- 
though all admitted there were at- 
tempts being made to promote it in 
all countries. The professor is on 
his way to Russia to investigate con- 
ditions there, and has promised to 
write us his findings. 


My next letter will be from some 


part of China, as we are to land at 
Hongkong in the morning.

Physicians and surgeons belonging to the Los Angeles 


County Medical association may no longer insert a pro- 
fessional advertising card in newspapers and periodicals. 
Because of this recent ruling by the county organization 
the cards have been withdrawn from the Covina Argus, 
and from all newspapers in the rural and suburban fields. 


As one of the oldest editors in point of service in the 


county, I feel it my duty and privilege, in behalf of my- 
self, as well as other editors, to declare this ruling to be 
foolish and strangely out of place in a modern business 
world. Only the unfit, the clierlatan, the quack, will bene- 
fit by it. Because some doctc-'S abused advertising privil- 
eges in the past (and always will) the medical organization 
would prohibit all advertising by those who wish to be 
known as ethical. Those doctors who don't care about be- 
ing known as ethical will continue to advertise and to claim 
an ability only bounded by their imagination, as they 
always have. Prohibiting conservative advertising by all 
of the profession is in keeping with the almost annual cru- 
sade to prohibit the sale of firearms, which would result 
in disarming every law-abiding householder and placing 
a bootlegged gun in the hands of every housebreaker. 


We are in touch with small town physicians constantly, 


and know that the most of them regret this ruling of their 
association. It can only work to the advantage of the bril- 
liant self-advertiser in the metropolitan areas, who may 
keep His methods within the boundaries of ethics, but who 
nevertheless finds numerous ways to keep his name and 
activities before the public. 


What's wrong with an announcement of the location of 


a physician's office; his phone numbers; his office hours; 
his list of degrees from medical and surgical institutions? 
Does it not constitute a service and a protection to the pub- 
lic? There are dozens of tricks used by members of the 
medical fraternity, young and old, with which to keep the 
public informed of their presence in the community, and 
their willingness to serve the community. I have known 
young doctors with no practice to drive madly about the 
streets in an attempt to convince the populace that they 
were busy on emergency calls. Some doctors get them- 
selves paged in fashionable hotels, and everyone who has 
ever attended a public meeting knows the old gag an- 
nouncement from the stage that Dr. Soanso is wanted at 
once at the lobby telephone. If the medical association 
persists in eighteen century interpretation of ethics, we 
may well see doctors paying double-rate dues to belong 
to churches and clubs in order that they may advertise 
themselves as best they may. Dr. Soanso's wife may pay 
highly for the privilege of appearing at public functions, 
where she can regret (to as many as will listen) that her 
husband is just too busy to be present with her. 


In every small community, when a new doctor opens an 


office, he is given a kindly and often laudatory write-up 
in the local press, for which, of course, he does not pay, as 
it is a matter of genuine news. Suppose all mention of 
doctors and their families is hereafter excluded from news 
columns? Isn't it just as unethical to mention a doctor at 
all as it to publish his conservative advertising card? 


There are plenty of unethical doctors who never actual- 


ly violated ethical rules laid down by the association. 
Ethics is more a matter of personal conscience and devo- 
tion to public welfare than is it something set forth in by- 
laws and resolutions. 


The first paid advertisements in the first issue of the 


Covina Argus more than forty years ago were professional 
cards. They have appeared in every issue since that time 
until last week. Shall we say that all these doctors have 
been unethical and somehow guilty of wrong doing down 
thru these years? Of course, the whole interpretation of 
advertising ethics by the association is absurd and inde- 
fensible from any common sense angle. 


Among our public service citizens there are none 


more respected and valued at all times than the doc- 
tors. In the main they are the most unselfish, the 
most self-sacrificing, give more of their service than 
is paid for, and generally live lives that are spartan 
in self-denial. 
As one editor, aside from valued revenue lost to the 


newspaper, we hate to see good men deluded and regi- 
mented by an association not always actuated by genuine 
desire to aid all its members. We may see a revolt here 
and there, by doctors who possess some spirit of real 
ethics, and who resent stupid regulations that never did 
or ever will control the deliberately unethical member.

In all manufacturing processes the 


engineer and superintendent are al- 
ways striving for a greater control 
over plant operations. They realize 
that the extent to which they con- 
trol plant conditions determines the 
uniformity of product and its value 
to the consumer. 


The permanent success of ranch- 


ing in California is based on these 
same principles—as much control as 
possible over our crop-manufactur- 
ing facilities. It is well to keep in 
mind that under our California con- 
ditions we maintain control of one 
very important factor, moisture sup- 
ply, 
for at least eight or ten months 


of most crop years. With our control 
of irrigation we may also control, 
during the same periods of the year, 
the soil content of many of the 
chemical compounds necessary in 
tree and crop growth. 


This comparison of the factory and 


the farm is not made to give the 
impression that factory production 
and farm production permit equal 
control over output. Far from it, as 
agriculture must always cope with 


from a trip to Santa Barbara, where 
the latter held a cooking demon- 
stration under the auspices of the 
General Electric company.

portant in most factory operations. 


This season is a good example of 


the uncontrolled force of changing 
weather conditions necessitating a 
change in strategy on our California 
farms. During the preceding few 
years we have had to irrigate from 
nine to eleven months of the year. 
Rainfall carried the surface-applied 
fertilizers into the main rooting area 
of our crops if the applications were 
made in December or January. If 
applied after January very little 
rain occurred to assist the delivery 
of the applied material to the roots 
and thus into the growing plant. 


This season we find conditions are 


much different. Most areas in Cali- 
fornia received sufficient rain in the 
middle of October to permit a dis- 
continuance of irrigation and this 
has been followed by a period of six 
months in which rains have been 
well distributed and further irriga- 
tion unnecessary. As a result of this 
fact the rancher had to remember, 
and should be considering today, the 
following soil changes that are im- 
portant in his strategy of assuring 
the greatest possible success in pro- 
duction of his crop. 


First: The rains have been in suf- 


ficient amount in much of California 
to wet the soil below the rooting 
area of most of our specialized crops. 
Second: With the movement of the 
water to a level below the crop's 
rooting area, much of the soluble 
chemical salts that are necessary to 
sustained crop production have been 
moved to a point below and out of 
reach of the bulk of the crop roots. 
To sum up the whole matter in 
brief fashion—heavy rains have re- 
sulted in soil leaching of essential 
plant nutrients. 


Those growers engaged in the cul- 


ture of permanent plantings such as 
citrus, avocados, etc., are likely to 
have met this changing situation by 
replenishing the surface supply of 
chemical fertilizers with two, or in 
extreme cases, three surface appli- 
cations. Other growers engaged in 
the 
production 
of annual crops 


should have met the situation by 
above-average applications follow- 
ing plantings. 


Those growers who have not con- 


sidered this changed situation as 
compared 
with 
preceding years 


should give these weather facts ser- 
ious consideration at this time, as 
their trees should not be without an 
ample food supply at this time when 
they are blossoming and setting 
fruit. 


In connection with late spring 


fertilizer applications broadcast over 
the surface of the soil, the grower 
of any particular crop should con- 
sider the probability of rainfall suf- 
ficient to carry the applied material 
to the root area. If there is little 
chance for a rain at this time in 
your district it is possible to delivn 
many of the chemical fertilizers to 
the routing area dissolved in the ir- 
rigation water or applied in the 
furrow and this method should be 
followed. 


Just one more point in connection 


with our past winter and its relation 
to the coming summer. Our soils 


the latter part of this week Mr. and I have been leached of salts that arc 
Mrs. 
E. J. Helmick of Pomona. 
considered to be harmful—in many I 


districts. These salts came dissolved 
in the irrigation water and with 
evaporation and use of water by the 
crop, the salts are left behind until 
they accumulated in an amount that 
was considered harmful. 


Since it is the good fortune of the 


rancher in these areas to be rid of 
much of the accumulated salts and 
since the soil is wet thruout all of 
the root zone, in most cases, it is 
incumbent upon the rancher to allow 
his crop to draw upon this improved 
source of moisture as long as pos- 
sible this spring. Careful tests for 
soil moisture in many parts of the 
orchard should be made before irri- 
gation water is applied. Many Cali- 
fornia growers use too much water. 
However, where fertilizers applied 
early in the season have been car- 
ried down below the feeding zone 
it will be necessary to apply extra 
material at once and the best method 
for quick action, particularly from 
nitrogen, is by adding soluble fer- 
tilizer to the irrigation water or by 
spreading it in the furrows with a 
"lighT application of water to carry 
it down.
